abandonment of this application for the following reasons. 



REMARKS 

Applicants have been advised of the abandonment of the above-identified application for 
the reason of failure to pay the required issue fee within the statutory period of 3 months from the 
mailing date of November 29, 1996 of the Notice of Allowance. It is respectfully submitted that 
the Patent Office is in error in abandoning this application since the required Issue Fee of $645.00, 
which fee was due on February 28, 1997, was timely paid on February 18, 1997 and stamped as 
received in the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on February 24, 1997.
